Gentlemen — The  Selectmen  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  municipal  year  of  1911  and  1912 : 

The  Selectmen  have  endeavored  to  keep  all  expendi- 
tures within  the  appropriations.  But  in  some  depart- 
ments it  was  impossible.  The  forest  fires  were  a  large 
expense,  exceeding  the  appropriation  $1,381.65.  The 
highways,  owing  to  the  heavy  fall  rains,  exceeded  the 
appropriation  $90.31.  The  playground  expenses  were 
$611.55,  which  was  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  and  not 
re-appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  and  other  de- 
partments of  small  amount  overdrawn. 

But  we  feel  the  town  has.  had  a  very  prosperous  year. 
Last  year  the  indebtedness  was  $2,222.22,  this  year  the 
indebtedness  is  $123.17,  a  decrease  of  $2,099.05. .

Remarks 

During  the  year,  4  persons  were  committed  to  the 
House  of  Correction,  1  to  the  State  Farm,  and  1  held 
to  await  the  action  of  the  Grand  Jury  on  a  charge  of  at- 
tempted murder,  3  children  were  turned  over  to  the 
State  Board  of  Charity. 

In  suppressing  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor  I  would  say 
I  have  had  issued  five  warrants  for  search  and  seized 
liquor  in  two  places,  one  of  which  the  defendant  was 
convicted  and  fined.  I  had  five  warrants  issued  to  search 
for  stolen  property. 

During  the  year  the  agent  for  the  State  Board  of 
Health  inspected  the  lockup  and  reported  conditions  very 
unsatisfactory  regarding  bedding,  ventilation  and  drain- 
age, and  suggested  several  changes  to  conform  to  the 
law.  The  building,  which  is  constructed  of  wood  and 
attached  to  a  wooden  building,  is  in  my  opinion  a  source 
of  danger  in  case  of  fire  to  prisoners  confined  in  the 
cells  unless  a  constant  guard  is  kept  while  so  confined.

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By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Shirley 


article  I. 

Truant  Children  and  Absentees  from  School. 

Section  i.  The  Town  of  Shirley  hereby  avails  itself 
of  the  several  provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  this  Common- 
wealth, now  in  force,  relating  to  habitual  truants  and  ab- 
sentees from  school,  and  in  pursuance  of  authority  con- 
ferred thereby,  adopts  the  following  by-laws: 

Sec.  2.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
fifteen  years,  residing  in  said  town,  who  shall  be  convicted 
of  being  habitual  truants,  or  of  wandering  about  in  the 
streets  or  public  places  of  said  town,  having  no  lawful  oc- 
cupation or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up 
in  ignorance,  shall  be  committed  to  the  "  House  of  Reform- 
ation for  Juvenile  Offenders,"  now  called  the  "Lowell  Re- 
form School." 

Sec.  3.  Two  or  more  truant  officers  shall  be  appointed 
annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  all  of  the 
violations  of  the  truant  laws  and  of  the  law  relating  to 
compulsory  education,  and  to  do  all  the  acts  required  of 
them  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  truant  officer,  pre- 
vious to  making  a  complaint  under  these  laws,  to  notify 
the  truant,  or  absentee  from  school,  also  his  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  offence  committed,  and  of  the  penalty 
therefor,  and  if  the  truant  officer  can  obtain  satisfactory 
pledges  for  the  restraint  and  reformation  of  the  child,  he 
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may  at  his  discretion  forbear  to  prosecute,  so  long  as  such 
pledges  are  faithfully  kept. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee* 
the  teachers  of  the  public  schools,  and  the  citizens  gener- 
ally, to  aid  the  truant  officers  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officers  to 
keep  a  full  record  of  all  their  official  acts  and  make  an  an- 
ual  report  thereof  to  the  School  Committee,  who  shall  pub- 
lish the  same  with  their  own  report. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  these  By-Laws  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  alter  or  impair  the  obligation  and  duty  of  teachers  to 
enforce  punctuality  and  regularity  of  attendance,  and  to 
preserve  good  order  and  dicipline. 

Sec.  8.  All  By-Laws  concerning  truants  and  absentees 
from  school  which  have  been  adopted,  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  article,  are  hereby  repealed. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  the 
fourth  Monday  of  March  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town  shall  begin  with 
the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  reports  of  the  town  officers  shall 
be  distributed  by  mail  or  otherwise  to  each  resident  voter 
and  taxpayer,  and  to  all  non-resident  taxpayers  at  least  five 
days  before  each  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had,  at  any  town  meeting, 
on  the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless 
the  subject  matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling 
such  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Section  I.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  in  a 
group  or  near  to  each  other,  on  any  sidewalk,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  for  foot  passengers, 
for  a  longer  time  than  five  minutes,  nor  after  a  request  to 
move  on,  made  by  any  of  the  selectmen,  constables  or 
police  officers  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  unnecessarily,  on 
any  of  the  streets  of  the  town. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  any  other 
animals,  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  town  without  a  keeper. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle, 
or  team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  in  any  public  highway, 
street  or  public  lands  in  the  town,  or  to  any  structure  put 
up  for  the  protection  of  such  trees,  or  except  for  necessary 
repairs,  drive  into,  or  affix  to  such  trees  or  structure  any 
nails,  spikes,  staples  or  sign  boards. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  place  any  obstruction  in  any 
street  or  any  sidewalk,  and  allow  the  same  to  remain  there 
without  first  obtaining  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in 
any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or 
garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal 
therefrom. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  throw  the  carcass  of  any  ani- 
mal into  any  of  the  ponds,  or  streams  of  water  within  the 
limits  of  the  town,  or  suffer  or  leave  any  such  carcass  to 
decay  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  or  to  be  insufficently 
buried  therein,  near  any  building,  public  way  or  place. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  foul  any  well,  spring,  brook, 
pond  or  stream  of  water  with  any  substance  which  shall 
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kill  the  fish  therein,  or  create  offensive  smells  therefrom  so 
as  to  injure  the  public  health  or  annoy  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  drain  their  sink,  stable,  cess- 
pool, outbuilding  or  any  offensive  matter  into  the  public 
highway,  street  or  public  grounds.  Any  person  violating 
this  by-law  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  stop  such  drainage 
upon  notice  of  the  Board  of  Health  so  to  stop  the  same, 
fixing  the  time  when  such  drain  shall  be  stopped,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  day 
such  neglect  or  refusal  may  continue. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  throw  paper,  hand  bills,  or 
advertising  sheets  of  any  kind  in  the  public  streets  of  the 
town  and  no  person  shall  make  any  marks,  letters,  or  fig- 
ures of  any  kind  or  post  any  bills  upon  any  wall,  fence, 
post,  tree,  building,  or  structure,  without  the  permission  of 
the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  wantonly  injure,  mar,  or  de- 
stroy any  fence,  sign  board,  guide  board,  awning,  lamp  post 
or  lantern  in  any  street  in  said  town. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  spit  tobacco  juice  on  the  floor 
of  any  room  in  any  public  building,  or  on  the  floor  of  any 
hallway  or  entrance  to  any  public  building  in  said  town. 

Sec.  13.  No  person,  other  than  an  abuttor  thereon,  and 
those  having  charge  of  the  streets,  shall  make  any  bonfire 
or  other  fire  in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  public  way  of 
said  town. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  bathe,  or  swim,  in  any  public 
or  exposed  place  in  town  without  being  clothed  in  a  proper 
bathing  suit. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  course,  coast,  or  slide  down, 
in  or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks  or  streets  of  the  town, 
upon  any  hand-sled,  board,  jumper  or  otherwise,  except  at 
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such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as 
ths  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  require, 
and  specify  in  writing. 

Sec.  1 6.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  balls, 
stones,  snowballs  or  foot  balls  or  throw  any  missies  by  hand 
or  otherwise  within  any  of  the  public  streets  of  the  town, 
or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  town 
without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  first 
obtained  in  writing. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun, 
fowling  piece,  pistol  or  fire-arms  or  set  fire  to  any  material 
known  as  "  fireworks  "  or  other  combustible  matter,  or 
throw  any  such  lighted  fireworks  in,  into  or  across  any 
of  the  streets  or  sidewalks  of  the  town,  except  upon  the 
Fourth  of  July  of  each  year,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  first  obtained  in  writing. 

Sec.  18.  Wherever  the  word  "street  or  streets"  is 
mentioned  in  these  by-laws,  it  shall  be  understood  as  in. 
eluding  alleys,  courts,  public  squares,  and  it  shall  also  be 
understood  to  include  sidewalks,  unless  the  contrary  is  ex- 
pressed. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall,  except  otherwise 
provided,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  com- 
plaint before  any  trial  justice,  or  district  court  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction  over  the  town. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  consta- 
bles and  police  officers  to  prosecute,  and  any  person  injured 
may  prosecute  any  violation  of  any  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tions of  this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, provided,  however,  that  all  prosecutions  shall  be 
commenced  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  any  such 
violation. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  foregoing  by-laws  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  town  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town  from 
time  to  time  shall  direct. 

Sec.  2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  five  days  after 
their  approval  by  the  justice  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Sec.  3.  All  by-laws  adopted  by  the  town  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  code  are  hereby  repealed,  except  the  by- 
laws concerning  "  Truants  and  Absentees  from  School." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Junk  Dealers  and  Collectors  of  Junk.  The 
Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers  in 
and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of 
junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles;  they  may  also 
license  suitable  persons  as  junk  collectors,  to  collect,  by 
purchase,  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals,  and  second-hand 
articles  from  place  to  place  in  said  town ;  and  they  may 
provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges  upon  their 
persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both  when  engaged 
in  collecting,  transporting,  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals, 
or  second-hand  articles,  and  may  prescribe  the  design 
thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  keep  a  book,  in 
which  shall  be  written  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any 
such  article  a  description  thereof  and  the  name,  age  and 
residence  of  the  person  from  whom  and  the  day  and  the 
hour  when  such  purchase  was  made;  and  such  book  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen  and 
by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

Sec.  3.  Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  allow  his  shop 
and  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein  to  be  at  all  times 
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examined  by  the  Selectmen  and  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  inspection,  and  every  such  col- 
lector shall  allow  any  place,  vehicle  or  receptacle  used  for 
the  collection  or  keeping  of  such  articles  of  merchandise 
to  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  and  by  any 
person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  i.  The  tenant,  occupant  or  owner  of  any  estate 
abutting  on  any  street,  highway  or  townway  in  the  town, 
and  where  there  now  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  a  sidewalk 
constructed  of  or  covered  with  concrete,  brick,  cement, 
stone,  wood  or  any  other  material  than  earth,  ashes  or 
gravel,  shall  within  twelve  hours  after  the  ceasing  to  fall, 
form  or  drift  thereon,  of  any  snow  sleet  or  ice,  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  such  snow,  sleet  or  ice  therefrom  so 
far  as  it  can  be  removed,  and,  if  the  same  cannot  be  whol- 
ly removed,  shall  sprinkle  or  cause  to  be  sprinkled  thereon, 
sand,  ashes,  sawdust  or  suitable  substances,  so  that  such 
sidewalk  shall  not  be  slippery  and  shall  be  safe  and  con- 
venient for  public  travel. 

Sec.  2.  Whoever  violates  the  provision  of  the  preced- 
ing section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Ten 
Dollars.

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The  Woman's  Educational  Association  has  sent  us 
many  collections  of  pictures  with  explanatory  text  books. 
We  would  still  emphasize  the  benefit  and  pleasure  to  be 
derived  from  a  visit  to  the  library  during  the  time  these 
are  on  exhibition. 

We  need  not  make  any  appeal  for  an  appropriation 
for  the  support  of  the  library,  for  it  has  become  one  of 
our  permanent  institutions  as  well  as  our  schools.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  afore- 
said, you  are  hereby  required,  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  of  this  warrant  at  the  Post  Office 
in  Shirley  Center  and  a  like  copy  at  the  Post 
Office  in  Shirley  Village,  eight  days,  at  least, 
before  the  time  herein  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing, to  notify  and  warn  all  the  legal  voters  of 
said  town  to  assemble  in  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March,  191 2, 
at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  give  in 
their  votes  on  one  ballot  for  Town  Clerk,  Town 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  two 
Auditors,  three  Constables,  and  one  Highway 
Surveyor  for  one  year ;  one  Assessor  for  two 
years ;  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  Over- 
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seer  of  the  Poor,  one  School  Committee,  and 
two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  also 
to  vote  Yes  or  No  on  the  question :  "  Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town  ?  "  The  polls  will  be  open 
at  eleven  o'clock  and  thirty  minutes  A.  M.,  and 
may  be  closed  at  three  o'clock  and  thirty 
minutes  P.  M.,  of  said  day;  also  to  act  on  the 
following  articles :

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1912 : 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  a  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  schools  of  the  town. 

The  personnel  of  the  corps  of  teachers  remains  prac- 
tically the  same  as  last  year.  Three  changes  only  have 
been  made,  one  at  the  high  school,  one  at  the  Village  and 
one  at  the  Center  elementary  schools.  These  changes 
were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  and  were 
all  due  to  resignations. 

The  high  school  continues  to  do  good  work  and  at 
the  June  commencement  graduated  seven  pupils,  the 
largest  number  since  its  installation. 

Your  Committee  is  making  an  earnest  effort  to  main- 
tain a  first-class  high  school  in  Shirley  and  wish  to  have 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  to  attain  that  end, 
We  are  endeavoring  each  year  to  make  the  course  more 
practical,  and  one  that  will  appeal  to  the  parents  and 
children  of  a  town  of  our  size  and  population. 

The  Committee  has  recently  had  a  conference  with 
a  representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  re- 
lation to  possibility  of  obtaining  state  aid  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  agricultural  course  in  addition  to  our 
regular  course.  We  are  informed  that  if  we  obtain  ap- 
plications from  the  parents  of  fifteen  boys  of  the  age  of 
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fourteen  or  over,  and  who  reside  on  farms,  the  state  will 
stand  approximately  one-third  of  the  expense. 

The  elementary  schools  are  all  doing  good  work  and 
considering  the  fact  that  each  teacher  must  teach  two 
or  more  grades  the  standard  obtained  is  exceptionally 
high.  We  have  the  present  year  a  very  efficient  corps  of 
teachers  and  hope  to  retain  them  in  the  future. 

The  school  buildings  are  in  fairly  good  repair.  The 
Center  schoolhouse  has  been  reshingled,  this  work  hav- 
ing been  deemed  more  economical  in  the  end  than  con- 
tinued patching.  The  East  schoolhouse  (now  unoccupied) 
has  been  repaired  about  the  entry  and  new  blinds  have 
been  made  for  the  windows.  These  repairs  were  im- 
perative in  order  to  save  the  interior  from  the  ravages 
of  the  weather. 

Last  summer  when  the  concrete  sidewalk  was  laid 
past  the  high  school  building  and  a  crossing  was  built 
directly  in  front  of  the  school  it  was  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Committee  to  continue  the  walk  to  the  school 
door,  which  was  done  while  the  contractor  was  in  town. 

The  only  other  work  of  any  consequence  was  the 
placing  of  a  chemical  lecture  and  experiment  bench  and 
sink  in  the  laboratory  of  the  high  school. 

The  sanitary  improvements  installed  in  the  Church 
Street  school  have  proven  by  the  past  year's  experience 
to  be  well  worth  the  expense. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  it  was  found  that 
the  water  supply  at  the  Center  school  was  in  great  need 
of  attention,  the  pump  being  out  of  order  and  the  water 
unfit  to  drink.  This  condition  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Committee  and  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Weare  the  well  was  cleaned  and  cemented  and  the  pump 
repaired. 
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The  ever-recurring  problem  of  transportation  has  to 
be  met  and  adjusted  every  summer.  The  constant  chang- 
ing of  children  and  moving  of  families  make  this  always 
a  difficult  matter,  but  this  year  the  Committee  have  been 
fortunate  in  arranging  all  the  routes  satisfactorily.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  re- 
port, which  is  the  seventeenth  issued  from  this  office: 

A  few  changes  took  place  in  our  teaching  force  at 
the  close  of  the  last  school  year.  Miss  Mildred  Daniels, 
who  had  served  since  February,  1910,  as  assistant  in  the 
high  school,  resigned  because  of  her  approaching  mar- 
riage. Miss  Margaret  Hastings,  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University,  was  engaged  to  take  this  work  in  Septem- 
ber, and  has  filled  her  position  acceptably.  Miss  Mary 
Gleason  took  up  the  work  of  grades  five  and  six,  which 
was  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Belknap.  At 
the  Center,  Miss  Margaret  Walsh  succeeded  Miss  Mary 
Prescott  as  teacher  of  the  primary  school.  The  two 
latter  teachers  are  graduates  of  Fitchburg  Normal  School. 
Miss  Nettie  L.  Green,  supervisor  of  music,  was  married 
in  the  summer.  Her  successor  is  Miss  Annie  H.  Palmer, 
of  Manchester,  Conn.,  who  has  had  the  benefit  of  the 
training  of  several  systems  of  music  teaching,  and  who 
has  served  several  years  as  supervisor  of  music  in  the 
schools  of  Ayer.  Her  report  will  explain  the  objects 
sought  for  by  her  in  musical  training. 

During  the  spring  term  last  year,  Principal  Crom- 
mett  and  myself  took  up  a  revision  of  the  program  of 
studies  in  the  high  school.  In  response  to  our  invitation, 
Deputy  Commissioner  Orr  visited  the  school,  studied 
Hie  needs,  and  gave  valuable  suggestions.  The  program 
finally  presented  to  the  Committee  for  adoption  was 
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largely  his  suggestion.  No  radical  change  from  the  old 
program  was  made.  More  time  was  given  to  English 
and  History,  a  course  in  Practical  Science  for  the  first 
year  was  added,  and  electives  were  required  to  be  along 
certain  definite  lines  of  related  subjects.  Moreover,  the 
time  available  in  a  two-teacher  school  was  kept  in  mind 
and  the  resulting  program  i&  workable. 

The  work  done  in  the  high  school  has  been  of  a 
much  better  standard  than  at  any  time  heretofore  during 
my  acquaintance  with  it.  In  some  cases,  the  work  done 
by  the  pupils  is  probably  surpassed  by  no  high  school 
in  the  state,  large  or  small,  and  equalled  by  very  few. 
I  refer  especially  to  the  work  of  the  senior  clas€  in  Latin. 
At  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  the  college  requirements 
in  this  subject  will  have  been  completed,  an  amount  of 
work  very  seldom  done  before  June  by  the  ordinary  high 
school.  The  most  encouraging  feature  of  this  splendid 
work  is  that  it  has  been  striven  for  by  the  pupils  them- 
selves. Their  evident  satisfaction  in  having  done  more 
work  and  work  of  better  quality  than  the  average  pupil 
can  be  persuaded  to  do,  is  a  strong  educational  factor  of 
itself.  And  thus  it  happens  that  these  pupils  are  prob 
ably  getting  more  out  of  a  small  high  school  than  they 
would  have  obtained  from  a  large  school.  For  it  is  not 
the  amount  of  information  presented  to  the  pupil  that 
is  educational,  but  the  reaction  to  the  matter  presented. 
And  while  it  is  true  that  the  reponse  is  affected  much 
by  the  subjects  given,  yet  this  does  not  hide  the  fact 
that  the  same  subject  which  in  one  school  is  being  made  an 
object  of  enthusiastic  work,  in  another  school  is  studied 
only  under  compulsion. 

There  has  at  times  been  a  question  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  continuing  the  high  school.  And  before 
this  year  I  have  sometimes  been  doubtful  myself  because 
of  the  unsatisfactory  results.  I  am  now  convinced  that 
it  is  well  worth  while,  and  the  only  question  of  impor- 
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tance  is  whether  those  who  have  pupils  in  the  school  will 
co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  securing  the  best  mental 
product  through  the  regular  attendance  and  faithful 
attention  to  work  of  their  children. 

By  a  recent  enactment  the  state  stands  ready  to  pay 
two-thirds  the  salary  of  a  man  who  shall  teach  agricul- 
ture in  a  rural  high  school.  As  there  are  certain  re- 
quirements of  the  State  Board  to  meet  in  order  to  get 
this  salary  rebate  from  the  state,  I  am  now  in  correspond- 
ence with  the  proper  officials  regarding  these  matters 
and  hope  to  have  the  facts  at  an  early  date. 

Definite  constructive  work  of  a  practical  nature  has 
been  given  in  the  grades  and  high  school  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Supervisor  of  Manual  Arts.  This  has 
ranged  in  form  from  paper  cutting  in  the  lower  grades, 
to  making  book-cases  and  finishing  off  the  school  desks 
in  the  upper  grades  and  high  school.  In  addition  the 
high  school  pupils  under  the  direction  of  the  principal 
have  wired  their  school  rooms  for  electric  bells.  The 
girls  of  the  upper  grades  have  cut  and  made  simple 
forms  of  clothing,  using  the  sewing  machine  provided 
for  them  last  year.  Besides  the  practical  work  described 
above,  the  class  in  Elementary  Science  has  ben  carrying 
on  a  series  of  experiments  of  a  very  interesting  charac- 
ter. For  further  particulars  of  this  work  of  a  practi- 
cal nature  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Manual  Arts  and  to  that  of  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School. 

In  the  regular  book  work  of  the  school  we  have 
tried  to  obtain  as  good,  or  better,  results  than  hereto- 
fore. The  reading  in  our  lower  grades  is  of  a  very  high 
quality.  The  pupils  recognize  words  quickly,  read  with 
excellent  expression,  and  get  the  thought  readily.  Much 
credit  is  due  to  the  thorough  work  done  by  Miss  White 
in  laying  the  foundation.  And  this  faithful  training  is 
being  kept  up  in  grades  three  and  four  by  Miss  Rynn. 
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As  the  increased  amount  of  reading  the  first  years  be- 
gan with  the  present  third  grade,  we  cannot  tell  what 
the  result  will  be  in  the  higher  grades.  But  I  feel  confi- 
dent it  will  not  only  continue  in  these  grades  in  producing 
better  readers,  but  will  react  directly  on  the  language 
course  to  its  benefit  and  on  all  the  information  subjects 
because  of  the  increased  thought-getting  power  of  the 
children. 

In  addition  to  the  special  attention  paid  to  reading 
we  have  been  taking  up  for  discussion  at  our  teachers' 
meetings  all  the  subjects  coming  under  the  head  of 
English,  viz. :  Writing,  spelling,  composition  and  gram- 
mar. Each  teacher  has  prepared  an  outline  for  her  room 
in  these  subjects  and  the  material  and  method  of  teach- 
ing have  been  the  topics  of  the  meetings.  I  believe 
definite  help  has  been  given  each  teacher  by  the  inter- 
change of  ideas.  But  better  than  this  definite  help  ob- 
tained, has  been  the  aroused  attention  on  the  part  of 
teachers  to  this  part  of  our  program.  For  the  high 
school  English  a  special  conference  of  all  the  teachers 
in  the  three  high  schools  of  this  district  was  held  at 
Ayer.  And  recently  the  high  school  principal  and  Miss 
McMillan,  of  the  grammar  school,  attended  a  valuable 
conference  held  in  Pitchburg  by  the  New  England  As- 
sociation of  Teachers  of  English. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  our  schools  during 
the  year.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  efficient  work  by  the  teachers  that  has  pro- 
duced this.  To  the  committee  and  citizens  who  have 
supported  the  schools  by  their  interest  and  co-operation, 
I  extend  hearty  appreciation.  The  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  pupils  and  teachers  at  the  Village  have  in  a  large 
measure  been  due  to  the  painstaking  care  of  the  janitor, 
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0.  W.  Baleom.  It  is  fitting  that  public  acknowledgment 
should  be  made  for  this  service. 

The  reports  of  Principal  Crommett,  of  the  high 
school,  of  Miss  Staples,  Supervisor  of  Manual  Arts,  and 
of  Miss  Palmer,  Supervisor  of  Music,  are  presented  here- 
with as  a  part  of  the  record  of  the  school  work.

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REPORT  OP  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


F.  C.  Johnson,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

With  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year  a  new 
schedule  of  studies  was  put  into  operation.  Briefly,  there 
are  two  improvements  in  this  schedule  over  that  of  last 
year,  and  that  they  really  are  improvements  is  borne 
out  by  the  marked  progress  in  all  lines  of  study. 

First  among  these  improvements  is  the  getting  rid 
of  those  subjects  which  before  were  treated  only  super- 
ficially by  either  eliminating  them  entirely  or  consolidat- 
ing them  with  more  important  subjects.  For  example : 
Astronomy  was  given  last  year  in  a  course  of  twenty 
weeks.  This  year  it  has  been  merged  with  the  new  Ele- 
mentary Science  Course,  and  covers  at  best  not  more  than 
three  weeks.  Elementary  Science,  given  to  Freshmen,  is 
an  introduction  to  Physics,  Chemistry,  Astronomy  and 
Botany.  The  class  has  experimented  on  the  removal  of 
stains  from  clothing ;  made  analyses  of  milk  and  water ; 
tested  cheap  candies,  colored  gelatines,  etc.,  for  the  pres- 
ence of  coal  tar  dyes;  investigated  water  pressures  and 
heating  and  ventilating  apparatus.  These  and  the  other 
experiments  performed  would  show  a  very  practical  ap- 
proach to  the  sciences. 

The  second  improvement  is  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  the  periods  given  to  each  subject.  The  average 
has  been  increased  from  three  and  one-half  periods  to 
nearly  five.  Naturally  such  increase  would  result  in 
more  ground  covered  and  covered  more  thoroughly.  We 
are  glad  to  cite  in  substantiation  of  this,  the  commendable 
work  of  the  senior  Latin  class,  which  has  been  able  to 
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cover  ground  quite  in  advance  of  that  covered  by  a 
like  class  in  the  Fitchburg  high  school.  In  fact,  substan- 
tial advances  over  the  work  of  last  year  are  noted  in  all 
the  classes  whose  periods  have  been  increased. 

In  the  manual  training  department  the  boys  have 
scraped  and  sand  papered  the  school  desks  and  treated 
them  with  shellac,  with  the  result  that  the  desks  are 
greatly  improved  in  appearance.  One  division  of  the 
boys  has  been  constructing  book-cases  for  school  use, 
and  another  division  has  about  finished  wiring  the  rooms 
for  electric  bells. 

The  science  department  of  the  school  has  been  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  a  new  sink,  with  running  water, 
and  a  large  laboratory  desk  and  lockers.  This  is  a  great 
step  toward  making  this  department  an  effective  and 
practical  part  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OP  MANUAL  ARTS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Shirley  Mass. : 

The  manual  arts  in  our  schools  furnish  opportunities 
whereby  children  gain  manual  dexterity,  mental  power 
to  grasp  ideas  and  solve  problems,  and  the  right  kind 
of  independence.  Hand  work,  at  first  crude  and  unfinish- 
ed and  later  accurate  and  complete,  is  a  natural  means 
of  expression.  Lessons  which  hold  the  undivided  interest 
of  the  children  make  the  most  lasting  impressions.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  occupations  for  children  more 
interesting  or  natural  than  those  which  call  the  muscles 
into  play.  The  final  results  come  slowly  if  they  come 
naturally.  Normal  children  in  the  primary  and  inter- 
mediate grades  do  not  see  small  differences  unless  they 
are  emphasized  and  then  the  finer  muscles  are  not  well 
enough  under  control  to  produce  the  desired  results. 
In  the  grammar  grades  we  expect  finer  work  and  even 
here  it  requires  several  experiences  to  make  the  children 
realize  that  an  eighth  of  an  inch  is  worth  consideration. 
Results  ought  to  be  judged  from  the  child's  standpoint. 
If  a  piece  of  work  is  perfect  from  the  child's  viewpoint 
and  he  does  not  feel  that  any  corrections  are  necessary, 
it  should  be  called  finished.  To  do  work  which  he  does 
not  feel  to  be  needed  does  not  add  to  his  power  to  do 
the  next  task  better  if  he  is  left  to  himself.  Work 
which  is  done  simply  because  the  teacher  requires  it  is 
drudgery  to  the  boy  or  girl  who  does  its  and  drudgery 
dwarfs  rather  than  develops  the  child.  One  thing  at  a 
time  and  that  well  understood  is  a  good  motto  for  the 
manual  arts  teacher.    Earnest  effort  should  be  made  for 
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the  gradual  and  lasting  development  of  every  boy  and 
girl. 

After  working  along  these  lines  for  a  year  and  a 
half  I  find  that  the  children  grasp  ideas  with  much  less 
explanation  than  they  required  at  first.  They  work  more 
intelligently,  criticise  their  own  work  more  and  more 
and  correct  it  independently.  We  shall  continue  along 
these  same  lines  and  expect  greater  things  for  another 
year.  We  have  come  a  little  nearer  getting  good  work 
Prom  every  child  and  this  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  faithful  work  of  the  teachers  with — not  for — 
the  children. 

Some  of  the  actual  work  done  may  be  of  interest. 
The  primary  children  have  made  paper  rugs,  towels, 
doilies,  boxes,  covers  for  papers  and  other  things.  In  the 
spring  they  made  paper  furniture  for  one  room.  They  have 
made  Christmas  tree  decorations  and  borders  for  the 
blackboard.  The  first  step  in  design  was  taken  when 
they  printed  their  "Merry  Christmas"  cards.  When  the 
second  grade  left  their  room  last  June  they  had  a  good 
working  knowledge  of  scissors,  paste  and  ruler  and  were 
ready  to  undertake  anything  suggested. 

In  the  second  primary  room  the  work  has  been  good. 
From  the  silhouette  drawing  in  ink  and  crayon  it  may  be 
seen  that  the  children  sense  shape  and  proportion  of  ob- 
jects well.  The  crayon  drawing  of  leaves  and  twigs  were 
very  true  in  shape  and  color.  For  their  construction 
work  last  year  the  children  furnished  a  four-room  flat 
with  cardboard  furniture.  Each  child  contributed  one 
pi  tee  of  furniture,  which  he  planned  and  made.  This 
year  the  boys  and  girls  have  been  making  bags  with 
•  lesions  in  cross  stitch  on  them.  They  will  use  these  for 
I  heir  manual  work. 

The  work  in  the  intermediate  room  suffered  from 
several  changes  of  teachers  last  year.  However,  some 
good  work  was  done  in  object  drawing  and  some  bas- 
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ketry  was  done.  This  year  each  child  completes  one 
page  each  month  which  he  will  bind  with  the  others  into 
a  booklet  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These  pages  contain 
nature  drawing,  design  and  object  drawing.  Some  of  the 
children  take  great  pride  in  producing  a  neat  page  con- 
taining an  accurate  drawing  with  an  appropriate  quo- 
tation carefully  printed.  The  girls  are  making  work- 
bags  and  needle  books.  The  boys  are  making  baskets 
and  are  getting  as  much  wood  work  as  time  permits. 
Very  little  can  be  accomplished  in  a  short  period  once 
in  two  weeks. 

The  grammar  school  has  done  excellent  work  in 
drawing.  This  year  the  pupils  are  making  books  which 
shall  contain  the  best  drawings  of  the  whole  year.  They 
realize  that  one  poor  drawing  would  spoil  the  book  and 
this  makes  them  very  careful.  Various  things  have  been 
done  for  construction  work.  The  boys  and  girls  have 
done  some  elementary  book-binding,  such  as  the  making 
of  portfolios,  note  book  covers,  calendar  mounts,  etc.  The 
girls  have  made  aprons  and  underwear.  The  boys  have 
built  work  benches  and  made  tool  racks,  small  book- 
cases, foot-stools,  and  window  boxes.  The  tops  of  the 
desks  in  the  schoolrooms  needed  attention  and  the  boys 
have  sandpapered  and  refinished  these. 

The  high  school  girls  made  books  on  home  decoration, 
which  they  bound  last  June.  In  the  fall  they  did  some 
stenciling,  which  was  well  designed  and  carefully  worked 
out.  The  boys  have  made  some  working  drawings  and 
have  started  some  book-cases  for  the  room.  They  have 
refinished  their  desks  and  are  doing  some  wiring  for 
bells  under  Mr.  Crommett's  direction. 

The  work  at  the  Center  is  much  the  same  as  at  the 
Village.  The  boys  do  not  have  the  same  opportunities  for 
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manual  training,  but  they  are  making  baskets  and  they 
have  done  some  elementary  book-binding. 

I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-oper- 
ation. I  thoroughly  enjoy  working  with  the  Shirley 
people.

The  Weaver  system,  which  is  being  used,  is  care- 
fully graded  and  pupils  receive  individual  attention. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent 
and  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


To  the  School  Committee : 

The  past  year,  like  the  year  previous,  has  been  re- 
markably free  from  contagious  diseases  among  the  school 
children. 

The  only  cases  requiring  exclusion  from  school  were 
a  few  cases  of  measles  at  the  Center  School.  The  con- 
tinued good  health  of  the  school  children  appears  to  be 
due  in  large  measure  to  the  improved  sanitary  equipment 
of  our  school  buildings. 

An  improvement,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer  very 
much  needed,  is  the  installation  of  lavatory  facilities  in 
each  building.  The  purchase  of  some  small  stationary 
wash  bowls,  liquid  soap  and  paper  towels  would  readily 
solve  this  problem. 

The  children  have  all  been  examined  by  the  School 
Physician  and  any  physical  defects  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  parents. 

The  children  of  our  schools  appear  to  be  above  the 
average  physically,  there  being  practically  no  defects  of 
a  serious  nature  among  them. 

The  most  notable  abnormalities  found  were  numerous 
in  the  order  named :  Defective  teeth,  enlarged  tonsils, 
adenoids  and  enlarged  glands  of  neck  (cervical  glands). 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  have  all  of  these 
minor  deficiencies  corrected  as  soon  as  possible,  as  in  a 
great  many  instances  the  future  physical   and  mental 
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welfare  of  the  child  depends  upon  the  removal  of  these 
apparently  trivial  ailments. 

The  need  of  adjustment  of  seats  and  desks  to  the 
growing  child  is  called  to  your  attention  as  a  powerful 
factor  in  avoiding  spinal  curvature,  rounded  shoulders 
and  other  orthopoedic  conditions  to  which  children  are 
susceptible.  The  School  Physician  is  at  all  times  ready 
to  listen  to  and  discuss  any  complaints  or  suggestions 
tending  to  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children.
